Claim 1 and28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 



for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention. Claim 28 still 1 does not recite the required anion. The spelling of straigh' and 
branched is not always correct. The proviso to R and Rlin claim 28 is inconsistent with 
requirement that one of them is COOH.
